Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from tfye operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax,—Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it 
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may, by order, for reasons to be recorded In writing and 
in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, 
relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to 
any class or category of persons. 

6 . Saving—Nothing in these rules shall affect reserva¬ 


tions, relaxation of age limit and other concessions re¬ 
quired to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled 
Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance 
with the orders issued by the Central Government from 
time to time in this regard.

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi¬ 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application.—These rules shall apply to the recruitment of 
' : Posts specified in Column 1 of the Schedule annexed in 
hese rules. 

3. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay.—The 
lumber of the said posts its classification and the scales of 
ay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 
if the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications, etc.— 
"he method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other 
natters relating to the said posts shall be as specified in 
olumns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule. 

5. Disqualifications.—No person.— 

(a) who, has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 


(b) Who, having a spouse living, has entered into or con¬ 
tracted a marriage with any person, shall be eligible 
for appointment to the said posts ; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the 
marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, 
exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Training and Bond.—(1) The persons selected or the said 
posts whether by direct recruitment or by promotion shall, 
before appointment, undergo six months theoretical training 
in one of the Telecommunication Training Centre followed 
by six months practical training. Provided that the Central 
Government may reduce or increase the period of training for 
the class or category of persona as a whole due to adminis¬ 
trative needs or technological developments or other reasons to 
be recorded in writing, 

2. The direct recruits shall, before proceeding for the 
said training, execute a bond in such form as may be fpeci- 
ficd by the Director General of Posts and Telegraphs to serve 
the Government for a period of not less than five years from 
the dato of his or her appointment as Technician and sign a 
bond for an amount equal to the stipend to be paid to him or 
her during the twelve months training as security for due fulfil¬ 
ment of the terms of bond, failing which the Central Govern¬ 
ment shall have full powers to recover from him or her or his 
or her surities, the amount for which he or she is bound and 
this liability shall decrease proportionately by one fifth after 
each completed year of his or her service. 

7, Liability to serve under the Posts and Telegraphs fterri- 
t £ ml : Arm y> S’Snal Units.—Every person selected for any of 
the said posts whether by direct recruitment or by promotion, 
shall, if so required, be liable to serve in the Posts and Tele¬

• ritorial Amy Act, 1948 (56 of 1948) and the rules made 
thereunder, 
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S. Power to relax,—Where the Central Government is of the 
opinion that is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by 
order, and for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of 
the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons. 


9. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, 
the Scheduled Tribes and other special catgories of persons 
in accordance with, the orders issued by the Central Govern¬ 
ment from time to time in the regard.
